Here 
they  meet  their  dead:  grandmother, 
whom  they  loved  when  she  was  alive, 
and  they  think  they  have  found  the 
Bluebird  of  Happiness.  But  when  the 
bird  comes  into  full  light,  he  turns  out 
to  to  be  a  blackbird.  * 

Ha.ve  Many  Adventures 

The  two  children  then  proceed  to 
the  Land  of  Luxury,  where  they  find 
the  luxuries  of  Know-Nothing,  Do- 
Not.hing,  Wealth,  and  Eating,  all  feast¬ 
ing  at  a  banquet,  entertained  by  a 
group  of  Oriental  dancers.  They  again 
spy  a  bird,  which  they  think  to  be  the 
Bluebird,  but  he  turns  out  to  be  a  red- 
bird.  Again  the  victims  of  disillusion¬ 
ment,  they  finally  turn  to  the  Land  of 
the  Future,  where  they  find  all  of  the 
unborn  children  of  thousands  of  years 
to  come— children  who,  when  taken  t° 
the  earth  below  in  the  boat  of  Father 
Time,  will  be  the  inventors,  artists,  and 
Vnuislclans.  This  time  th°y  really  see 
the  true  Bluebird,  and  try  to  catch  him, 
but  he  escapes,  and  after  much  disap¬ 
pointment  they  start  home.  But  when 
t.hry  reach  their  earthly  cottage,  "Real¬ 
ity,”  they  find  the  Bluebird  of  Happi¬ 
ness  already  there,  surrounded  by  thf 
■Toy  of  Flowers,  the  Joy  of  Night,  anc! 
the  Joy  of  Health,  and  in  the  Finale 
the  Bluebird  brings  out  three  hundred 
fifty  other  bluebirds,  all  of  whom  dancr 
around  the  homely  but  happy  cottage. 

Some  Elaborate  Scenery 

This  year  the  Bluebird  dance  will 
cerve  as  the  finale  Instead  of  the  or¬ 
dinary  grand  parade.  The  set  will  rep¬ 
resent  nil  the  .different-cloud  lands,,  and 
on  one  side  will  be  the  cottage  home 
"Reality,”  while  c'n  the  other  side  will 
be  the  Land  of  Memory  screened  be¬ 
hind  a  curtain  of  theatrical  gauze.  The

Senior  Class  Is 
to  Present  Play 
by  Shakespeare 

“Merry  Wives  of  Windsor” 
Will  Be  Given  in  College 
Auditorium  May  24. 

The  senior  class  tradition  of  pro¬ 
ducing  a  Shakespearean  drama  as  the 
Jl'icial  senior  class  play  is  again  to  be 
landed  out.  it  is  announced,  as  this 
year’s  graduating  class  chooses  to  pre¬ 
sent  Shakespeare’s  “Merry  Wives  of 
Windsor.”  The  play  will  be  produced 
in  the  College  auditorium  at  eight  o’¬ 
clock  on  the  evening  of  Tuesday,  May 
24. 

“Tile  Merry  Wives  of  Windsor"  is  a 
rollicking,  farcical  comedy  which  is 
thought  to  have  been  written  for  and 
originally  produced  at  a  court  festi¬ 
val  upon  the  request  of.  Queen  Eliza¬ 
beth.  It  depicts  the  Falstaff  of  the 
Shakespearean  drama,  “Henry  V,”  but 
supposedly  at  nn  earlier  period  in  the 
life  of  the  “fat  knight”  and  has  as 
its  principal  action,  according  to 
Knight  in  his  “Pictorial  Shakespeare" 
—“the  adventures  of  Falstaff  with  the 
Merry  Wives  and  sweeps  on  with  a 
rapidity  of  movement  which  hurries  us 
forward  ....  irresistibly  ....  No 
reverses,  no  disgraces,  can  save  Falstaff 
from  his  final  humiliation.  The  net  is 
iround  him,  but  he  does  not  see  the 
meshes;  he  fancies  himself  the  deceiv¬ 
er,  but  he  is  the  deceived . The 

real  jealouqy  of  Ford” — the  jealous 
husband  of  -  one  ot.  the  Merry  Wives; 
who  is  playfully  leading  Falstaff  on 
in  a  flirtation  quite  serious  to  our-  ro¬ 
bust  romancer— “most  skillfully  helps 

on  the  devices  of  his  wife . The 

misadventures  of  Falstaff  are  most 
agreeably  varied.  The  disguise  of  the 
old  woman  of  Bentford  puts  him  al¬ 
together  in  a  different  situation  from 
his  suffocation  in  the  buck  basket,  and 
the  fairy  machinery  of  Herne’s  Oak 
carries  the  catastrophe  out  of  the  re¬ 
gion  of  comedy  into  that  of  romance 

McSpadden,  in  his  "Shakespearean 
Synopses,”  states  the  plot  as  follows: 
"Sir  John  Falstaff  has  forsaken  war¬ 
like  pursuits  ....  and  is  now  devoted 
to  the  peaceful  occupations'  of  poach¬ 
ing  and  love-making . Two  wo¬ 

men  of  Windsor,  Mistress  Ford  and 
Mistress  Page,  engage  his  attention  at 
the  same  time;  and  he  resolves  to  lay 
siege  to  their  affections,  notwithstand¬ 
ing  both  are  married.”  The  comical 
situations  which  grow  out  of  this  cir¬ 
cumstance  make  up  the  main  theme  of 
the  comedy  while  the  romance  of  Mis¬ 
tress  Page’s  daughter  Anne  with  Slen¬ 
der  “largely  through  his  friends,”  with 
Hugh  Evans;  a  Welsh  curate  and 
schoolmaster,  wljih  ^Doctor  Caius,  a 
French  physician,  and  with  Fenton,  a 
courtier,  supplies  the  sub-plot. 

The  cast  for  the  play  has  not  yet 
been  chosen  as  this  goes  to  press. 


Track  and  Field 
Meet  Attracts 
[any  Entrants 


Almost  300  High  School  Ath¬ 
letes  Will  Compete  Friday 
on  College  Field. 

Although  high  scool  track  tennis 
must  benr  the  expense  of  food  nnd 
lodging  during  the  spring  contests  this 
year,  there  is  only  a  small  decrease  in 
the  number  of  entrants  in  the  schools 
which  will  compete  in  the  track  and 
Held  meet  on  Friday. 

According  to  the  final  check  on  Mon¬ 
day  twelve  class  B  and  20  class  C 
schools  have  sent  in  entries  for  the 
meet,  compared  to  a  total  of  thirty- 
seven  schools  of  both  classes  last  year. 

Even  though  the  number  of  schools 
entered  are  fewer,  there  will  be  more 
athletes  competing  this  year  than  last. 
Class  B  schools  have  entered  144  ath¬ 
letes  and  class  C  schools  one  more 
for  a  total  of  289.  Last  year  113  class 
B  and  124  class  C  schools  athletes  for 
a  total  of  237  were  entered.

During  Three  Years  It  Has 
Been  in  Existence  Full  Cur¬ 
riculum  Has  Developed. 

The  Department  of  Speech  is  now  in 
its  third  year  of  existence  having  been 
first  organized  as  an  independent  de¬ 
partment  offering  a  full  major  and 
minor  under  the  direction  of  its  pre¬ 
sent  chairman.  Orville  C.  Miller,  in 
September.  1929.  During  the  past  three 
yjears  the  jhew  department  has  devel; 
oped  a  siwjillij  balanced  curriculum  se- 
c'cibcl  tb’nb'mher  in  speech  in  the  state 
and  lias  been  one  of  the  most  active 
departments  on  the  campus.  Twenty- 
one  majors  and  twenty-four  minors, 
besides  those  electing  certain  courses 
in  speech,  have  received  instruction  lr. 
the  department.  The  first  student  to 
complete  his  major  in  speech  is  now 
teaching  speech  and  history  and  dir¬ 
ecting  the  debating  and  extempore 
speaking  work  and  assisting  in  the  pro¬ 
duction  of  plays  at  the  Shenandoah. 
Ia..  high  school. 

The  work  of  the  department  has  had 
nothing  to  do  with  "finishing  school 
affectations  or  parlor  accomplishments" 
but  rather  has  come  to  be  thought  of 
as  "a  difficult  study,  leading  toward  a 
practical  attainment,  and  requiring 
most  definite  kinds  of  hard  applica¬ 
tion."  The  department  activities  con¬ 
sist  of  curricular  courses,'  extra-curric¬ 
ular  campus  and  extension  activities  in 
both  the  College  and  high  school,  and 
a  personal  training  of  students  in  the 
assuming  of  responsibilities  and  lead¬ 
ership.  The  curriculum  provides  cul¬ 
tural  and  practical  instruction  in  the 
speech  arts— debating  and  business  and 
professional  public  speaking,  interpre¬ 
tative  speech  and  dramatic  reading, 
theater  art  and  play  production,  and 
in  the  speech  sciences— speech  hygiene

the  anatomy,  .physiology,  psychology 
and  physics  involved  in  the  proper  od- 
justment  and  correction  of  the  speech 
mechanism),  and  methods  and  prac¬ 
tice  teaching.  The  extra-curricular 
campus  activities  in  forensics,  dramat¬ 
ics  and  radio  broadcasting  have  recent¬ 
ly  been  ^co-ordinated  through  the  re¬ 
organization  of  the  several  speech  clubs 
into  one  known  as  Mask  and  Gavel. 
The  management  of  nil  campus  as  well 
as  extension  extra-curricular  activities 
in  speed!  is  in  the  hands  of  the  pres¬ 
ident.  secretary-treasurer,  program  dir¬ 
ector,  dramatics  secretary,  forensics 
secretary,  social  secretary,  director  of 
College  Higli  speech  club  activities,  and 
a  council-associate  in  dramatics  and 
one  in  forensics  which  affords  special 
training  in  initiative  and  responsibil¬ 
ity  in  leadership  under  the  supervision 
of  the  department  chairman. 

Four  Dramatic  Programs 
Four  full  evening  dramatic  programs 
have  been  produced  during  each  of  the 
three  years  in  nddition  to  the  regular 
bi-weekly  one-act  plays,  reading  and 
reviews  of  theatre  history  and  the  con¬ 
temporary  stage  given  before  the  Mask 
and  Gavel  dub  and  College  High  Dra¬ 
matic  Club,  and  occasional  one-act 
plays  and  skits  before  student  body 
assembly.  Among  the  plays  produced 
have  been  Ibsen’s  "Doll's  Houses," 
Shakespeare's  "Taming  of  the  Shrew" 
and  "Merchant  of  Venice,”  and  Eugene 
O'Neill's  “He,”  Sutton  Vane’s  "Out¬ 
ward  Bound,"  Bayard  Veiller's  "Thir¬ 
teenth  Chair,"  and  others  by  contemp¬ 
orary  authors.  Plays  have  been  pro¬ 
duced  off  the  campus  and  in  exchange 
with  another  school 'as  far  removed  as 
Kirksville  while  cuts  of  the  campus 
theatre  productions  have  appeared  in 


national  and  international  drama  mag¬ 
azines  nnd  speech  Journals. 

During  these  years  forensic  artists 
ot  the  College  have  successfully  en¬ 
countered,  in  international,  radio,  lo¬ 
cal  campus  and  tour  engagements,  col¬ 
leges  and  universities  of  the  British 
Isles  and  more  than  twenty-two  states 
including  Maine,  North  Carolina,  Cal¬ 
ifornia  and  Washington  for  a  total  of 
185  forensic  contests,  such  schools  ns 
Oxford  University  of  England,  West¬ 
minster.  William  Jewell,  and  the  state 
universities  of  Missouri,  Kentucky,  Neb¬ 
raska  nnd  South  Dakota  being  among 
those  scheduled.  Twelve  extensive 
tours  hnve  been  conducted  penetrating 
twelve  states,  the  farthest  removed  be¬ 
ing  Kentucky,  for  a  total  of  1 1.000 
miles  traveled.  Women's  teams  have 
been  included  on  approximately  half 
of  the  tours  and  have  engaged  in  ap¬ 
proximately  half  of  the  trip  debates. 
A  local  Educational  Debate  tournament 
is  held  annually  trio  attendance  at 
which  numbered  this  year,  seventy  de¬ 
baters  from  eleven  schools  of  four 
states.  This  year  the  forensic  Bearcat 
advanced  into  the  finals  of  the  world’s 
largest  forensic  tourney,  the  Pi  Kappa 
Delta  National  Speech  Tournament.

Gardner  Formed 
First  All-State 
H.  S.  Orchestra 

Director  of  College  Conserva¬ 
tory  Has  Actively  Promot¬ 
ed  Musical  Interests. 

Charles  R.  Gardner,  Director  of  the 
Conservatory,  in  addition  to  his  duties 
in  the  music  department  of  the  college, 
has  actively  promoted  the  musical  in¬ 
terests  of  the  district  and  the  state.  It 
was  he  who  first  organized  the  all- 
state  high  school  orchestra.  H.  O. 
Hickcrnell  directed  the  orchestra  upon 
its  first  appearance. 

The  management  of  the  organization 
is  rotated  among  the  teachers  colleges 
and  the  university.  Mr.  Gardner  man! 
ages  and  Mr.  Hickernell  directs  the  dis¬ 
trict  high  school  orchestra.  Their  aim 
is  to  have  a  modern  symphony  orches¬ 
tra  of  eighty-three  pieces.  The  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Public  School  Music  assists  the 
county  superintendent  of  schools  each 
year  in  the  appearance  of  the  rural 
school  chorus.  This  year  Edson  B.  Mil-, 
ler,  senior  music  major,  directed  the 
county  rural  school  children.  Donald 
E.  Johnson  was  accompanist.  Soloists 
were  Maryville  grade  pupils,  Bobbie 
Curfman  and  Irene  Heideman,  pupils 
of  Miss  Morris;  and  Barbara  Gray  and 
Beatrice  Leeson,  pupils  of  Miss  Barton. 
Students  Judge  Contests. 

The  Conservatory  faculty  furnished 
music  for  the  annual  district  teachers 
meeting  in  the  fall.  The  college  has 
sent  the  following  students  to  judge 
music  contests;  Barney  Tnompson,  to 
Mound  City,  Maysville,  and  Shenandoah 
and  Farragut,  la.;  Carl  Blackwelder 
and  Charles  Thomas  to  Maysville;  and 
Genevieve  Miller  and  Edson  B.  Miller 
to  Gallatin  and  Winston.  The  music, 
contests  each  spring  are  held  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  Northwest  Missouri 
high  school  contests.  Two  days  arc 
given  to  music  events.  This  is  the 
eleventh  year  that  these  contests  have 
been  held.  Last  year  over  one  thou¬ 
sand  students  entered  in  music  events. 

During  the  post  year,  four  new  de¬ 
velopments  have  furthered  the  pro¬ 
gress  of  the  Conservatory.  Recently, 
the  general  chorus  has  specialized  in 
a  capella  singing.  In  a  mixed  chorus 
of  sixty,  with  practically  no  restric¬ 
tions  as  to  membership,  effective  a  ca¬ 
pella  singing  is  most  unusual. 

Have  Training  Band. 

The  training  band  gives  instruction 
and  practical  experience  to  students 
Who  are  learning  to  play  instruments. 
This  training  is  of  the  greatest  value 
to  the  prospective  music  supervisor. 
In  the  college  demonstration  school 
class  lessons  are  given  in  stringed  and 
wind  instruments.  The  string  and  wind 
classes  are  taught  by  Barney  Thomp¬ 
son  and  Carl  Blackwelder,  respectively, 
both  senior  music  majors.  The  work 
is  under  the  direct  supervision  of  Char¬ 
les  R.  Gardner.  The  most  recent  de¬ 
velopment  has  been  the  organization 
of  Alpha  Psi  Epsilon,  professional  pub¬ 
lic  school  music  fraternity.  This  fra¬ 
ternity  reaches  practically  every  music  ( 
student  in  the  college  and  raises,  con-  ^

The  College  Conservatory  of  music,  : 
uiider  the  direction  of  Charles  R.  Gard-  1 
nor,  functions  through  the  divisions  of  1 
practical  and  applied  music.  The  divi-  1 
sion  of  practical  music  includes  the  col-  • 
lege  courses  of  instruction  and  the  en-  ; 
semble  classes.  The  division  of  applied  ' 
music  includes  the  instruction  in  piano,  : 
voice,  stringed  and  wind  instruments,  i 
and  the  other  related  to  activities. 

In  the  division  of  practical  music,  1 
the  courses  in  public  school  music  v  in-  : 
elude  the  elements  of  music,  sight  ! 
singing,  grade  and  high  school  methods, 
harmony,  and  instrumentation.  In  ad¬ 
dition  to  these  courses,  a  comprehen-  : 
sive  course  is  given  in  music  apprecia¬ 
tion.  Its  organization  is  unique  in  that  . 
it  approaches  the  subject  from  the  ; 
point  of  view  of  the  layman,  as  well  as  ! 
of  the  musician.  Music  students  are 
given  the  opportunity  to  do  observation 
and  practice  teaching  in  their  major 
field  in  the  college  demonstration  school 
which  Includes  the  high  school  and  the 
grade  school.  Work  includes  boys’  and 
girls'  glee  clubs  in  the  high  school,  and 
in  the  grades  class  lessons  in  stringed 
and  wind  instruments  in  addition  to 
l  lie  usual  vocal  work. 

Gain  Practical  Experience. 
Practical  experience  in  vocal  ensemble 
is  gained  through  the  general  chorus 
and  the  men’s  and  women’s  glee  clubs. 
The  men’s  glee  club  broadcast  from  sta¬ 
tion  KGIZ  in  Grant  Qity  in  November. 
On  this  program  the  club  was  assisted 
by  Barney  Thompson,  reader;  Carl 
Blackwelder,  trumpet;  Edson  B.  Miller, 
baritone;  and  Donald  E.  Johnson,  pian¬ 
ist.  The  general  chorus  broadcast

Special  Lectures 
on  Shakespeare 
Are  Being  Given 

Bard’s  Home  and  Modern  Stag¬ 
ing  of  His  Plays  Are 
Described. 

The  Shakespeare  class  this  spring 
quarter  Is  having  the  opportunity  of 
listening  to  a  series  of  special  lectures. 

On  March  23,  Miss  Dykes  lectured  to 
the  class  on  the  modern  staging  of 
Shakespeare’s  plays  in  London  and 
Cambridge.  She  vivified  .the  plays  for 
those  who  have  only  read  them  by  tell¬ 
ing  how  “Richard  II”  was  played  last 
winter  at  the  Old  Vic  In  London,  and 
“Twelfth  Night"  at  Sadler's  Wells.  She 
emphasized  the  skill  of  the  actor  John 
Geilgud  In  the  part  of  the  pathetic 
Richard,  particularly  in  the  scene  In 
which  Richard  pronounces  the  theme  of 
all  old  tragedies  as  well  as  his  own 
when  he  exclaims: 

“For  God’s  sake,  let  us  sit  upon  the 
ground 

And  tell  sad  stories  of  the  death  of 
kings.” 

Presentation  Described. 

Miss  Dykes  described  in  detail  the 
presentation  of  “Henry  VIII”  at  the 
Festival  Theater  in  Cambridge.  The 
actors  presented  the  play  on  a  bare 
Elizabethan  stage,  and  appeared  In  the 
costumes  of  the  figures  printed  on  play¬ 
ing  cards.  Henry  of  the  many  wives 
was,  of  course,  the  King  of  Hearts.  She 
told  also  of  a  presentation  in  Cam¬ 
bridge  of  Purcell’s  operatic  version  of 
“A  Midsummer  Night's  Dream.” 

On  April  21,  the  class  had  an  infor¬ 
mal  discussion  about  the  new  Folger 
P.hakespenre  Library,  which  was  dedi¬ 
cated  in  Washington  on  April  23.  On 
(he  same  day  the  new  Memorial  Thea¬ 
ter  in  Strafford-on-Avon  was  dedicated. 
April  23,  which  the  day  of  Shakes 
peare’s  death  in  191G  and  possibly  of  his 
birth  in  1564,  was  the  appropriate  day 
rn  which  to  dedicate  the  theater  in  the 
village  in  which  he  was  born  and  where 
he  died,  and  to  give  to  Shakespeare 
scholars  of  America  the  Folger  Library, 
one  of  the  richest  collections  of  Shakes, 
peare  material  ever  made. 

Visits  Shakespeare's  Home. 

On  April  25,  Miss  Bowman,  who  vis¬ 
ited  Stratford-on-Avon  last  summer, 
lectured  on  the  poet's  birthplace.  She 
took  the  class  from  the  old  Clopton 
bridge  to  Anne  Hathaway’s  cottage,  and 
from  the  flower  garden  of  the  Henley 
Street  house  to  the  old  Stratford 
church.  By  pictures  and  vivid  descrip¬ 
tions,  by  anecdotes,  and  reference  to  the 
Stratford  of  Elizabeth's  time. 

About  the  middle  of  May,  Miss  Low¬ 
ery  will  lecture  on  the  beggars,  vaga¬ 
bonds  and  rogues  of  the  plays,  showing 
the  realism  of  their  representation.  Hex- 
explanation  will  make  clear  the  exact 
nature  of  Edgar's  disguise  in  “King 
Lear,”  and  will  illustrate  the  humor 
of  hangmen  and  beggars  and  of  those 
minions  of  the  law  whose  business  it 
was  to  “comprehend  all  vagrom  men.” 

Renders  of  Shakespeare,  the  class 
has  learned,  are  in  danger  of  reading 
only  “Word,  words,  words,”  For  those 
who  go  beyond  .  this  empty  kind  of 
reading,  described  so  laconically  by 
Hamlet,  Dryden's  phrase  about  Chau- 
cir's  "Canterbury  Tales”  will  serve  for 
Shakespeare's  plays:  “Here  is  God’s 
plenty.”
